HOW TO TELL GOOD FLOUR. 


The proof of a2 pudding is in the eat- 
itig, and the best and surest test of flour 
is to cook it, but it is frequently desirable 
to kriow how to select good flour at times 
when it is very inconvenient to apply this 
test; and at such times it is well to ob- 
serve these rules: First; look to the 
culot ; if it is white with a yellowish or 
straw-colored tint, buy it. If it is very 
white, with a bluish cast, or with white 
specks in it, refuse it; Sedorid; examine 
its adhesiveness, wet and knead a little 
of it between your fingers; if it works 
soft and sticky; it is poor ; third, throw a 
little lump of dry flout against a smooth 
surface, if it falls like powder, it is bad; 
fourth; squeese some of the flour in your 
hand, if it retains the shape given by the 
pressure; that too is a goorl sign ; fifth, 
place 4 thimbleful of it in the palm of 
your hand, and rub it gently with the 
finger of the other hand. If it smooths 
down under the finger, feeling silky and 
slippery it is of inferior quality; though of 
fancy brand, high priced and white as the 
virgin snow drift. It has been either too 
low ground or made from damaged wheat 
or perhaps having an unusual per-cent- 
um of glutten—murdered with dull burs, 
and will never make good, light whole- 
some bread. Dut if the flour rubs rough, 
in the palm, feeling like fine sand, and 
has an orange tint, purchase confidently. 
Flour that will stand all these tests, it is 
safe to buy. [t will not disappoint yom

The Managers for the prosecution con- 
cluded their testimony on Saturday last. 
The President’s Counsel asked and ob- 
tained leave to have further time granted 
to prepare their witnesses. They stated 
that on Thursday, the 9th instant, they 
would be prepared tu proceed with the 
trial, and accordingly the Court adjourned 
to that time. Many people are surprised 
that no more were called to| 
prove the charges against the President. 
They looked for some new and asiound- | 
ing evidence. Dut the charges against | 
the President were known to be true by | 
the public generally just as well before | 
as now. It was only required to attach 
to it more weight and authenticity by the 
testimony of witnesses ander oath. Some, 
who have attentively watched the voting) 
of Senators on preliminary questions, ex- | 
press quite a doubt as to the result of the} 
finul vote. Senators of ccurse will not} 
express any opinion, until the proper 
time comes. Nevertheless, straws indi- 
cate the currents’course. Private conversa- | 
tion with several Senators, has not changed | 
the opinion formerly expressed, that An-| 
drew Johnson will be impeached, and) 
that right soon. To defeat it, will require | 
the votes of not only the twelve Demo-| 
crats but seven Republicans must join 
them to make their number nineteen. | 
Eighteen will not do, as that will leave a 
two-third vote in favor of impeachment.; 
The Chicf Justice cannot vote unless 
there isa tie. It will be difficult to find 
seven of the present Republican Senators 
to declare on their oath that the Presi- 
dent is not guilty of the misdemeanors 
mentioned in the Articles of the House.

| Captain Abel Withers was one of the 
best ship masters that had ever handled a 
| quadrant,—a_ perfect sailor; thoroughly 
versed in navigation,—and possessing a 
| very clear judgment. And he was one otf 


\the most humane commanders in our mer- | 


cantile marine ; treating his men like 
brothers, and ever mindful of their comfort 
and welfare. All this was Abel Withers ; 
but sometimes he would put a thief into 
his mouth, to steal himself away. When 
overcome by liquor, he was totally another 
being—reckless and cross, and wholly un- 
mindful of his conduct or its consequences. 
The knew that he made a free 
use of liquor when on shore sometimes, 
but fancied that he kept perfectly straight 
when at sea. The fact was, neither his 
officers nor his men would him, 
for they loved him too well. 

In 1843, Withers had command of the 
ship Waterspout. She was a noble craft, 
had anoble crew.

“GOING TO SEA ON A SHINGLE.” 


A THRILLING ADVENTURE. 

We took occasion to mention, a few 
weeks since, a very successful day's gun- 
ning, by our townsman, Wm. Gardner 
Prescott. We now are about to notice a 
more perilous voyage taken by the same 
gentleman on Saturday last. The facts 
appear to be as follows :— 

Mr. Prescott started from. home early 
in the morning, and went to the beach in 
the rear of the new National Sailors’ 
Home, to obtain a few shots at the wild 
ducks, that are usually found in that 
vicinity, about sunrise. After hitching 
his horse. he took his gun and decoys and 
proceeded a short distance up the Cove, 
where he soon obtained a fine shot and 
stcceeded in killing three, two falling into 
the water close by, which his dog brought 
to him ; buat the third flew some fifty rods 
before he fell. It being a considerable 
distance from the shore, his dog failed to 
go after it, and Mr. Prescott not wishing 
to lose so valuable a prize made up his 
mind to go himself. It being too far to 
ewim, he concluded to make a raft, and 
seeing a piece of joist and a piece of 
plank on the beach, he carried them to 
the water's edge, and then taking a door 
which was near by placed it across them ; 
then getting a long pole he started for his 
game. 

It being early in the morning, there 
was scarcely any breeze stirring and the 
water was very placid, therefore, our 
sportsman succeeded in sailing to within 
a rod or so of the duck without the least 
trouble; then he found that his stick was 
too short or the water too deep, as he 
could not touch bottom. Not willing to 
give up, be thought if he could only p: 
die the tid 
back easy cnough as the tide was coming 
in. Ie learned by vigorous efforts, that 
even with a round stick, he could make 
some headway, and soon obtained the bird. 
Mr. P. then started for the shorc, but 
soon ascertained that the task was more 
than he expected. During the time he 
had been paddling out for the duck the 
wind had been rising, which had more el- 
fect on his raft, than the tide. With his 
utmost exertions he soon found he could 
make no headway. Then came the di- 
lemma. An attempt to swim ashore, 
at such a great distance was hazardous. 
The last, and only chance of 
to go to sea on his frail raft, with the 
hopes of being picked up. 

For an hour he sailed along very quiet- 
ly, standing erect gazing at the beautiful 
scenery.

HON. CHARLES SUMNER, 


| On the Powers of the Chief Justice as Pre-| om Monday morning, the house

The masterly and irrefutable argument 
of Senator Sumner on the powers of the 
Chief Justice as Presiding Officer of the 
Senate, sitting as a High Court of Im-| 
peachment for the trial of the President,’ 
which was delivered before the Senate in 
secret session, should be carefully pe- 
rused by all why have doubts as to the 
functions of Mr. Chase, as Presiding Offi- 
eer of the Court. An unbroken series of 
authorities against the claim made by the| 
Chief Justice, of the right to ruie or vote, | 
are cited in his argument, which wren 
convince every unprejudiced thinker, that | 
the Chief Justice has not even the right) 
to vote on an interlocutory question. As) 
yet, as is stated by Mr. Sumner, the Chief 
Justice has nét assumed to give any but 
the casting vote. But it must be seen 
that if the Chief Justice has the power to 
vote when the Senate is equally divided, 
he has the right to have a voice in the 
proceedings when the Senate is not equally 
divided. The Constitution explicitly says 
that the Chief Jasties shall preside when 
the President ison trial, but it does not 
even tacitly imply that he is at all endowed 
with powers others than those which be- 
long to the Presiding Officer of the Sen- 
ate; that is, the Vice President of the 
United States, who is made by the Consti- 
tution the Presiding Officer of the Senate. 
Mr. Calhoun, who became Vice Presi- 
dent in 1825, ingeniously and logically 
gave a clear exposition of his duties as 
Presiding Officer of the Senate. 
Mr. Calhoun says, in words eminently | 
applicable to the present occasion : 
“ T affirm that as a Presiding Officer, the Vice 
President has no inberent power whatever, anless 


that of doing what the S:nate may prescribe by | 
its rules, be such a power. | 
“ There are, indeed, inherent powers, but they 
are in the body, and not 1m the officer. He is a} 
mere acent 10 exercise the will of the tormer. He} 


| can exercise no power which he does not hold by | 


delegation, express or implied.”—Calhoun’s Life 
and Speeches : p. p. 17. 


And again, he says: 


“ There is not the least analogy between the | 
rizhts and duties of a Judge and those ofa Pre | 
siding Officer in a deliberative assembly. The 
analogy is altogether the other way. It is between 
the Court and the House.”

From Sir William 
Blackstone, in his Commentaries ; from 
Mr. May, Lord Campbell, Sir Walter 
Raleigh, Barclay’s Digest, and an almost 
innumerable number of others, considered

PLANTING POTATOES. 


The best potatoes should always be 
selected for planting, taking care to pick 
out the largest and smoothest, as they 
mature earlier. I succeed best by cutting, 
slwars commencing the cut at the base 
downward, with from one or two eyes. 
I generally jliow corn with potatoes, and 
planting in drills about thirty inches wide, 
and from 10 to 12 inches in the row. A 
slight dressing of ashes or plaster should 
be applied befere covering. I believe the 
chief cause of so many failures is the per- 
sistent use of small seed. A farmer does 
pot use nubbins of corn for seed. Green,} 
unfermented manure should always be 
avoided. As soon as the young plants 
begin to appear, I use the harrow. This 
is the first cultivation. In about a week} 
or ten days, I turn 4 furrow away from | 
the rows. 2nd loosen the dirt around the 
plants withahoe.

PRESERVING FRESH FLOWERS. 


Flowers may be kept in pretty fuir 
condition, say for a week or ten days, ac- 
cording to the species selected for boquets 
and the time of the year, by renewing the 
water every alternate day, and while 
doing so, rejecting decayed flowers and 
leaves, and taking care to cut off from the 
stems immersed in water, with a sharp 
pair of scissors, about from a quarter to 
half inch of the leneth; then should be 
added to the water about a pinch of salt, 
and a few grains of saltpetre for every 
pint of fluid ; when flowers are v« ry much 
faded, they may be revived by immersion 
of the stems for two or three minutes in

VALUE OF AMERICAN SILVER COIN. 


At an auction sale in New York a short 
time since of the silver coins of the United 
States. of the quarter dollars, the one 
which brought the heaviest price was the 
quarter dollar of 1523, very rare, there 
having been not more than a score prob- 
ably ever - into circulation. It sold 
for $47.50. { the dimes, the choice im- 
pressions were sold as follows: <A dime 
of 1542, very fine, 325; 1545, very fine, 
$25: 1851, and from that time down for 
the next ten years, the dimes brought 
only 15 to 50 cents each. Of the half- 
dimes, that of 1794 brought £10, and 
others from that date to 1301 brought 
from #3.25 to $3.60 each. The half dime 
of 1802, which is said to be more rare 
than any other coin in the American sil- 
ver series, there being but three speci- 
mens known, was bought for $45. Others

sold for prices ranging trom $3.75 to $1.25 
Large prices were paid for other coins, of 
which the largest was oe the silver dollar 
of 1804, which was purchased for $7.59.

“ White chalk is the best substitute for 
lime as

called “ Paris White.” This we buy at 
the paint stores for three cents a pound, 
retail. For each sixteen pounds of Paris 
| White we procure half a pound of the 
white transparent glue, costing twenty- 
five cents (fifty centsa pound.) ‘The six- 
teen pounds of Varis White ie about as 
much as a person will use in a day. It is 
prepared as follows: 

“ The glue is covered with cold water 
jat night, and in the morning is carefully 
heated, without scorching, until dissolved. 
Che Paris White is stirred in with hot 
water enough to give it the proper milky 
consistency for applying to the walls, and 
the dissolved glue is then added and thor- 
oughly mixed.

The Gooseberry was not known asa 
cultivated fruit until the last two or three 
hundred years. Parkinson, in 1640, men- 
ght varieties. but the varieties in- 
creased so rapidly in the next hundred 
years, Miller, in 1731, said that it 
was neediess to undertake to cnumerate 
them. 

If this was true in the days of Miller,

cause varieties have been constantly in- 
ever since, until some of the 
nursery-men enumerate three 
hundred kinds in their catalogues.
